2. The terminal disclaimer filed on 08/1 5/2007 disclaiming the terminal portion of 
any patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
U.S. patent No. 6,672,709 and U.S. patent No. 6,824,246 has been reviewed and is 
accepted.

Reasons for Allowance 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not teach or suggest the following invention: an ink jet printhead having 
heater element arranged for being in thermal contact with the ejectable liquid, each 
heater element is configured to receive energy as an electrical pulse with a duration 
less than 1 microsecond to heat at least part of the ejectable liquid to a temperature 
above its boiling point to form a gas bubble therein thereby to cause the ejection of a 
drop of the ejectable liquid through the corresponding nozzle; and each heater element 
is configured such that the energy required to be applied thereto to heat part of the 
ejectable liquid to cause the ejection of the drop is less than the energy required to heat

a volume of the ejectable liquid equal to the volume of the drop, from a temperature 
equal to the ambient temperature to the boiling point.
